WEATHER OR NOT 


Well metro was pretty busy with whatever 
they do to keep them E.D. all the time 
SO we went ahead and got a weather sume 
mary of the month of July from the Amer- 
ical Staff Weather Office, 


This summary is based on climatic averar 
ages and is not a forecast for the month 

but gives an idea of what we can expect 

in the next 31 days. 


The southwest monsoon is in full force 
during July. The weather continues to 
follow a somewhat regular pattern with 
afternoon and evening showers continuing 
to be observed somewhere in the country 
almost every day. Considerable cloudi- 
ness occurs over the Americal AQ. 


July continues as a relatively dry month 
along the northeastern coast, but a wet 
season month elsewhere. ል very slight 
increase in both total rainfall and days 
with rain occurs this month over June, 


Visibilities are generally gecd, .witina 
low frequency of fog during the sum 
mer, Fog is very infrequent along the 
coastal regions, but may be expected to 
occur often in the mountainous areas, 


July end August are the warmest months 
in this region, though temperatures in 
the remainder of the country continue to 
decrease. Average daily highs along the 
coast ere near 95°F and the extreme high 
temperature in the country is 108°F at 
Qui Nhon, Average ni temperatures 
at night range from 77-80 Ë, 


Relative humidity is generally high 
throughout Vietnam . nesulting. favor~ 
ably. for mildew, corrosion and decey of 
susceptiple items, Humidity variations 
are from a low of 50-60% during the day 
to about 90% at night, As with several 
other weather features, the trend of 
relative humidities along the northeast 

July is opposite to that in the 
country. Relative hue

Winds are highly variable and the land 
and sea breezes in the Americal AO are 
the major factors in the wind changes. 
From 1947 to 1968 a total of 23 ቲኡ 
phoons and tropical storms formed or 
moved into the South China Sea during 
July; However none of these storms were 
close enough to land to significantly 
effect the weather over Vietnam, -This 
does not preclude the possibility of 
tropical storms forming or moving into 
tis area, The incidence of “tropical 
storms during July in the South China 
Sea is two every three years and the 
incidence of typhoons is ርከ6 every 
three years,

TAQISH 


This is the second article in our series 
about the different religions of Viet- 
nam, Since the behavior of the Vietnam- 
ese people 35 influenced greatly ከሃ the 
religions of the country, wə publish 
this series in hopes that we'll all be- 
come better aquainted with our little 
friends. j 


Taoism (pronounced dowism) had its be- 
ginnings in China, Lao Tse (the old one) 
is generally credited with being its 
founder, It is essentially of Chinese 
origin and centered Vietnam with the con- 
quering Chinese armies, unless the Viet- 
namese brought it with them when they 
misrated to the Red River delta from 
China, 


Lao Tse lived about 600 B.C. making the 
religion he is said to have founded 
slightly older than Confucianism and 
Buddhism, 


Essentially the Tao, or vay, taught by 
Lao Tse is a road or way of life by 
which a man attains harmony with nature 
as well as with the mystical currents of 
the spiritual world. A Taoist accepts
